Theru will not be, if he can 
help it, a State of Utah on CiiiiaJian 
territory. Ho bus introduced a bill 
vhiohc gives polygamy no "quarter. 
Whin that bill becomes ' law Brother 
Stenhouao will not bo able to dodga the 
Uw against bigamy by marrying two or 
more brides at a time. 1"ho aituultunc- 
ous recital of the marriage ceremony by 
half a dozen ladies will not make them 
the wives of on« nian. HaviU have to 
invent.Bome other scheme i^ be is to set 
° . up .„ ,a -harem in the Norlhweat. 
Whichever -way the woukl-bo poly- 
gamist turns he ia headed oU 
by Senator ■ Macdonald. He can- 
not, because the religion he pro- 
fesses enjoins on him the duty of unit- 
ing himself in marriage with au indefi- 
nite number of women', have' more than 
one' lawful wife. AUhnugh the most 
liberal minded and the most tolerant of 
men the Senator draws tlie lino of relig- 
ious tolerance at polgygamy. A man may 
believe what he pleases with regard to 
religious matters or he may have no be- 
lief a£, all, aa a legislator the British 
Columbia senator will not call upon the 
authorities to interfere. As long as hih 
religious creed ia merely spouulative he 
would allow the aubjeeta of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria in Canada all the libert} 
and even all tho license they desire. 
But when it comes to practices which 
are injurious to society, 'whiit some 
people might call reli>{ious liberty must 
be checked. For instance if a .^eitt 
should arise the menibora iti U'hich 
believed it to bu their reliijions 
duty to cut the throats of all who 
refused to embrace their doctrines and 
join their, denomination, his ' love for 
religious liberty would riot go ''so far as 
to refuse to prosecute for murder such 
of the devoteea iia should deprive u 
feliow-citizen nl iiia life. In the aapic 
way he, no doubt, would not si:r,iple tn 
handover to the ntiicer.s of t!ie law any 
one whose relij-ious principles jusiifiei' 
him in appropriating to his own use tiit 
property of his neighbor.' The Wheels 
of society would not run smootlily it 
men were able to ]>k-ail tho rifUls of 
conacience aiid rtli;;iiHis liljorly wlirn 
they mnrdered or .stole, flii the san'o 
principle, .Senator Macdonald, we pre- 
sume, believes that the man who, in 
obedieape to the precepts of his religion, 
commits bigamy ahould not be allowi i! 
to say that it ia lawful for him to Ium- 
as many wives a.-i In; likes becau 
the K'ligion in; proti;f;^es allows him 
a plurality of wives. Uue nian'.s con 
•deuce, or a thousand men's conaciencr.'-, 
must not be permitted to outrage tin 
moral sense of the great majority of the 
community. Mr. Stenhousc has w 
more right to marry twi> wivci becaUf.e 
bo is a c:onfcii;ntniin M.innon than ha 
John Smith beri.u.s" be is a very bac 
Christian. 

So Senator Macdomihl's bill makes it 
impossible for any man in Canada, on 
any pretexl. whatever or by any form or 
ceremony or contract, to marry n 
second wife wbiie bo has one lawful 
wife ulivo. The bill is most ingeni- 
ously worded ."o tint it will cover every 
imaginablo case. Tho man who cuulu 
drive Daniel O'Connell's ooaoh and foui 
through this act of parliament must be 
a most ingenious couchniau. 

The second section of the hill guanlK 
against anyone i^nilty of big.miy cs 
capini; puniahn.ent thruu^'li any infni'- 
mality in th" lejjal proreeiling,- 
or any Hllegvd ,vanl of pi'u./f. 
It may, perhaps, bo easier for 
m •lever lawyer to pick holes in ihis -i 
tion than in the first, but it would, wi 
think, be hardly safe for a man to com 
mit tba offence against which this law 
it directed with tb ^ liopc that lie would 
escape puiiif-bmi-ni thiotighsome defect 
in the \iL\v, eillicr lii'lining lus ofl'cnuu or 
•etting forth the nature of the pronf re 
quired in order to convict. Tlio law 
appears sufficiently clear aild striugent 
in botii particulars. 

The third section of the law 
provides that anyone convicted un- 
der the neb shall he de|)ri\'('(l 
of his poiiti. Ill rifjhts aa a citizen. Hi 
will not be i.bh) to be a ciMidiilale or t'- 
vote at any election f .r a inember tr. 
servo in the Hoii.'ic of ('omnions of 
Canada or in tho I.egiKlativo .■Vsaemlily 
in tho Northwest Territories or to hold 
any ofiice under tho Crown or any public 
or municipal oflBve in those Territories, 
The polypi mist is to be completely out- 
lawed. The ^etjUnue of bnuisbment is 



not to be pronoimced against him, but 
as long as he remains :u tho land hu 

ia to 1)6 regarded as a pj.r/ah or a 
hind of ir.orul leper. 

Whether tho linv will be elVective or 
not time will tell. It refiiiires some- 
thing; more than a atringtnt law to put 
ilown imnyorality of any kind. It must 
ha in accordance with public opinion 
and must not outrage tho sense of jus- 
tice of the community. If a law ia not 
generally considered necessary, or if the 
punishment fnr liie offences againat 
which it is directed ia considered alto- 
gether i too severe, :it:wUl bo impossible 
to enforce it^'and it will remain on the 
statute book a dead letter. But Senator 
.Macdonald'a law meets the conditions 
which make a statute workable. Cana- 
dians in all parts of tin; Dominion are 
ipposed to permitting polygamy to get 
a foothold in the country, and the pen- 
.iltios attached to the plTence are not 
liapropbrtionntely severe. He has made 
:he punishment fit the crime. 



ANOTHER FISaERY DISPUTE. 

The dispute between Great Britain 
.ind Franco with respect to tishing 
lights on tiia coast of Xewfiamdlai.d 
has of lute asaumeil a rather serir)iu_: 
Kspect. The Fruneh have been alloweil 
by treaty certain privilegea with respect 
to landing and curing fish on the shores 
,.f Xewfoundlanil. They have so long 
ixercised those privileges tliat they 
nave come to behove tliat th-jy aro renl- 
ly the owners of a section of the coa.st 
'1 th.it Island, and that British sub- 
jects have no right to settle or to cure 
lish on the part of the Island which 
they have occupied for fisliing purposes. 
Phis sovereiRnty is claimed, not by 
;^iiorHnt shipiniiaterM who iniiy be Kup- 
(i.ised to bt- iiijucinrUiiUd w'wh tho 
treaty arrangements made by the twn 
initions so many years ago, but by ex- 
-Ministers of Sta'to and representatives 
of the people in the Cbambei of 
Deputies. These men have from their 
places in parliament claimed " a veri- 
table right of sovereignty over the 
I' rench shore " and " the exercise of the 
ri^bt of jurisdieliou." 

Of course the people of Newfound- 
land deny that tho IVeuoh have pro- 
orietory rights in any part of the soil 
of the Island, either neir the ehore or 
f.ir from tiio shore. They admit that 
the British Goveriooeul foolishly fiavc 
I hem leave to land ami cure lish on tin 
unsettled parts of the coast, but they 
contend that this privilege is temporary 
;ind carries with it no jurisdiction what- 
ever. The f''rench while in Newfound- 
iatid waters and on Newfoundland ter- 
ritory are necessarily aubjecl to the laws 
if Newfoundland. They hold, too. 
that the privileges conceded to the 
bVenoh on the coast of Newfoundland 
relate to the catching and curing of 
codfish and that they have no right to 
catch lobsters and to erect establish- 
luents on the shores for canning them. 

The contention of the French aa to 
sovereignty does not appear borno out 
.■y tho treaty of, Utrecht. By that 
;roity the Island was ceded to Great 
liritain ^ithont any reservation oc 
qualification whatever, Tbid is the 
language of the treaty ; 

■■'riie island callefl Xcwfoumll.md with 
the adjacent islands, shall, from tiii.s 
time forward, belong of right wholly to 
Britain, and to that end the town ami 
fortress of Placeutia and whatever other 
[)laces in the said island are in the pos- 
session of tho French shall b; yielded 
and given up," "Nor shall li;e most 
■ 'liribtian kiin^, lii.i lii'it> and sn.'cc .--MDr.- , 
or any nf their siibji'.:! h, ,ii ;ii:y tinn 
lieruafter, lay claim to any right in the 
.-^aid island or islands, or any part of 
them." 

This ia .surely ole.ir enough and it 
ofl'ectually proves that the elaini of the 
members of tho Fn-mdi ('liambi.-r ol 
Deputies to jiirisdirtinn ovi.r ,.ny part 
the island cif Newf /.I'lilland is whoUj 
.;roundles.s, By tho tre.\ty of 'Versailles 
"His Majesty the King of Great Britain 
ii maintained in his right to the Island 
f.f Newfoundland nnd to the adjacent is- 
lands, as the whole were assurred t<' 
liini by iho !;!lli ai liclr of the In; ' v cp) 
Utrecht, excepting the islands of .Si. 
Pierre and Mituclon, whioh are ced -d 
in full right by the present treaty to his 
most Christian majesty." 

The French aie just now out of humor 
with Great Britain, and are r'/ady ii' 
make the most nf imy r.''''''v i nc' th,.; 
t lie oil izons nf I ho n |iulilio CMiiiplibi ol 
with ios|).-oi I.J ih'ir Irratniont by \\n 
.1 iitliorities in till' iirnvinoeol Newfuunil- 
l»nd. They were annoyed by the legis- 
lition forbidding them to piirchaso bait 
in the ports of that island, 'ind thoy 
; iiiTider iliui thoir rights are invaded 
when they aro not nlinwcd to oalcii 
!o!;s.lors in Noufiinnill.ind walois and 
pack them on Xewfoumlhind ti rritory. 
rhe French Government baa taken uj. 
the cause of the fishermen who look to 
it to maintain what tliey regard a.s tl-,i Ir 
rights. It appears that there is a good 
doal of diib roiK-o betwi'on tin; tv. - 
^oveniments n.s to what thu.-'- ri.Lilit- 
are, and it will must libils 
lie aoniu time boKirc tboy conn 
to an agreement. In the meantime, tu 
prevent fresh causes of dispute arising, 
I tompnrary ar-anfl;oment will be mndc 
aomo'bing liUo tho "inod.ns vivoiidi' 
tli'it was agreed to by tin; govei iiiin ni 
if Great liritain iiiul the United Siai. , 
,vith respect to the (,'iinadian FLsliory 
dispute. It is not likely that seriou- 
rouble will arise out of these diw gn i;- 
oien1« about fisheries, but they are moat 
irritiiting, and they aro the causo of los^ 
md ijiconvenionue to individuals inter- 
ested in the fisheries. The sooner tho\ 
are settled, therefore, tlm better, but 
n iMRfif the govcrmnents conceriie(! seem 
to be in any hurry lo come to a defiuiti- 
ind a final arrangement.

VAlmost 8,11 our gold dollars iiro bc- 
Inft usi.'d for purpose's of adornment, 
and itH fauj as ii iiioclium of uxohiiTie-o 
has loiitj boon doominl," said im olliuiiil 
•■■of the riiiliuloli)hia Mint thu othor duy. 
"We aro only coining- about 6,000 a 
year for monetary circulation, and 
this small amount is meant by the 
Troasury Department to bo merely for 
the purpo.io of l<i!c!i)ing onouj^h on 
hand to make ohaiigo in paying do- 
jioaitors of gold bullion. If it were not 
for this, probably the ooinage of gold 
dollars would bo suspended." 

Nearly all the gold dollars in t^xist- 
oiice have been turned into articles of 
jojTelry or are ia private 'desks or 
bureaus to bo kept aS keepBulc'es. This 
disuse of the gold dollar as n medium 
of exchange has boon caused by its 
small size, being so diminutive that 
. the poasnssor is continually alarmed 
lest it might drop through the seams 
of the pockot. On March 3. 1849. the 
Ilnitod Stains mint was authori'/ied by 
law to coin ijl L'old pioeos. 'Tho weight 
flxod for tho coin was 25.8 grains, unii 
tho degree of fineness 900. Immedia 
tely upon the coin's introduction to 
tlie peopU' it received a cold ahou'dor 
because of its inconvenient size. 
"■'I'The troasury uuthoritit^-. emleav- 
orod to obviate this nnpojmlarUy o' 
the coin in 188;"), when it' was ordered 
til be made tliianor. anil consequently 
greater in ilianieler. 15nt this enlarge- 
inLMit ol the Mirfaci! of tho gold dollai 
did not sullicu to clear away the 
popular opinion that the coin was too 
small. ■ After tho colnnge of gold dol- 
lars was virtually stopped thou C!un(i 
a popular piii^e for L'oM-doUar bangles. 
1"he young man in society was obliged, 
tn order to koop on good terms with 
tlie fair sex. to give them coins ti 
jin!?lo from their bracelet. 

Silver ilinies luui lii'st caught the 
popular oye, but in a very short time 
f>ilver-"bangled bracelets were though l 
common, and gave place to gold ones 
The beauty and ilelieatoness of the 
alnujsl Dslracizeil gold dollar was ad- 
mirably suited to the tapering femi- 
nine'wrist, and it became and is now 
the favorite bangle. When the young 
man bought a gold dollar ut the bank 
and look it to his jeweler b.o filed anil 
polished the revei'se sidi; of the coin 
and engrav(>il thi! initials of the young 
man's fair Uuloines. Very often the 
^ Goddess of Liberty upon the obverse 
side of tho dollar was replaced by a 
sentiment and tliodatvupon which the 
bangle was giv(>n. 

Within the past few years the gold 
dollar has been branching out in ad- 
ditional directions. They are being 
given to old couples, celebrating the 
golden anniverHHi-y of Ilioir marriage, 
and sent to Americans living in for- 
eign lands, who want them for keep- 
sakes. There has consequently been an 
enormous demand for tho coin, which, 
on account of the small number coined 
•yearly, can not be met. Bankers, with 
an oye for a good thing, have brokcr,- 
in large cities who gather up all the 
gold dollars that can be found. One 
bank in liiis city is Icnown to have sold 
600 gold dollars within the past two 
years. 

'•If we coined 1,000.000 gold dollar= 
yearly," said an official of the Phila- 
delphia Mint yesterday, "the demand 

would not he sat is lied. A few day- 
ago we received a letter from a man 
living in Cincinnati who wanted one 
hundred gold dollars. We__an8wered 
that we could not grant his request, 
flu then wrn|c to the Secreinry of the 
'i'reasury nt W'lisl-.inglun. and the let- 
ter was roforred to tlio Director of the 
Mint, James P. Kimball, who wrote to 
the gentleman at Cincinnati that he 
could not be accommodated. Dii'octor 
Kimball has olllcially iu)tiliod us by 
li'ller that llu' small coinage of gold 
do lars should be distributi-d frcjm the 
mint here witli care, not to allow them 
to pass inl,o the hands of manufactur- 
0!S for rautiiation incidental to eon- 
version into ai-l.eli.'s of adornment.

" Clieo Cliidio,'' ill .ipuaUiiig of tho 
bull'ido, asks "And whore are they 
now ? " We wiiald reply, tlii y ar.s ju.st 
where they .should he. As regiinlM 
Maiiitolm and the .N. \V. Territory they 
aro e.xtiiK't, and where they n' ee roiiiiied 
are now to be seen eiihiviili-.l liehls and 
large herd.s of alu ep and eatlle, that go 
to feed the hungry lliousan ls (if our 
raeo. Hiitriili) and lildiaas did well to- 
.,'etlier, but IiuIVhIo iiiid eivilizatioii don't 
harmonize. On Vaai.-ouver Island the 
question is Indiniis and ^Miiie vet .sua 
oiviliziitiiai. Indiiin.i and giiiiie si'cin to 
he most in f«ver. 

Would it interest "Chee diako" and 
others to know that on sonic of oar 
hush farms it is almost iiiipninible to 
raise onions, carrots, beets, iiiaiigolds, 
turnips, peas, Indian corn, cabbages, or 
iruit trees further away tliaii a few rods 
from the houso on uceaiint of tlie deer. 
When the outs are ripening, they will 
,'o through and strip tho oats from the 
heads leaving only llie straw. Clover 
Old timothy are laaeli damaged by 
them. When tho ground is soft and 
the plants raised, they bite ofT the 
okiver plants below the crown and the 
timothy plants they pull up, neither of 
whiuli grovrs again. When the clover is 
iu bloora they cat nothing but the blos- 
so.iis, and a few deer will cat over a 
large space. Peas are their 'favorite 
food7 iind they will toke great risks to 
get at them. Tliey eommence eating 
them as suon as they come iip, but pre- 
fer ihn green pods; they pick llieiii 
thoroughly, leaving nothing but the 
straw. 

If the government take the deer un- 
der their protection it should be ro- 

spoiisible fiir iheir giKid behavior or pay 
tho fanners the damage they do 
them and raisiiiL^ llie iiuiiiey to 
do ..fo by lieeii.siiig spun <ini ii or t:i\iiig 
thiiir giiii.s. Or else kl le.iiy I'.niiier 
make his own game laws lui his land, tu 
sail liis e.isc. Vauw the l-aigHsh tenant 
farmers thiit have bueii >;ii.uiid diiwii 
for gi-iieratioiis hy unjust g.iiii.. law.-^ are 
bcenu.iiig fieud from their l.iird- us and 
liardshi|is.

To THB Editub: Your oorrospondont 
'Victorian has drawn the atteutiou of 
the public to the condition of tli« iinau- 
oes of the city, and the extruordinury 
way in which loans for apeoifled pur- 
jvoBos ttic ilivurUd and expended lu a 
liifforeiri way altogether to that op 
which the mtepayors ugreed when they 
voted on the variOUB loan by-la wa. 

■Victorian's ploin Btatements of those 
fncta is evideutly so correct that it can- 
not ho refuted. I do not propose to 
take up thij siibjoet on which ho has 
written so iibly, out rather to call atteu- 
tiou to llio muddling wuy in which tho 
Urge exponditarc was niude during 1889, 
and the very lamall result* obtained from 
the outlay of so much uiouey. Theatroat 
work partieuUrly seoms to have 
been carried on without any [lUii. In 
iimny cases cuntrucl.s wore given out, 
•IruelB levelled up and metalled, rolled 
with the ateum roller for liays and made 
into fairly good thorough furea, but no 
sooner was this done than along came 
the water pipe man ripping up the 
solid roadway, roughly tilling liia cut 
ling, uiul then niong conies the gak man 
making aiiDlhor cutting and another 
rough lining. When Ihia i« a little 
smiiolhed off we lee the sower contractor 
httckiiig Uio road again wid after him 
perhaps the tramway contractor, eauh 
of them tearing up and tilling

I notiee in the estimates of expendi- 
ture for 1800 Uiero Is put down for 
streets some $10,iO0, this includes 
5d,tl81 for untinished contracts; whilst 
for the park an expenditure of $'J5,00U 
is eonlemiiiated. 1 do not object to 
park iiiipiiiveinuiita, but 1 do object to a 
heavy ouil.'iy on a place that was 
beautiful without any expenditure 
on it, whilst at the. same time our 
streets are left iu a diagracaful condi- 
tion; it woulfl bu far better to have per- 
fectly clean and umid streets in the otty,

There is not a dnllivr 
down ill the estimiitea for street 
watering and eleansing — ibis never 
Ills been priipprly a'^tended to, 
last year the Mtenipt at watering was a 
farce. .-V liberal expenditure fnr this 
work would lie n wise o.vpoiidituro, pro- 
iiioting hill h the liealtli ami coinfnrtof 
our citizens ami iiulucing tourists to 
stop longer with ua, who l»at year were 
driven awiiy by tho clouds of dusl. 

The sewerage i|uustioii is au important 
one, but wliiUl this iu in abeyance much 
ci'uld be done to sweeten and improve 
our city by oletutliness. Let all rubbish 
he thoroughly removed from lhe streets, 
anil the gutters oonstunlly kept clean, 
Hud above all allow no more wondeu 
drains to be put down. The Mxperience 
of other cities hai proved that wooden 
drains aro moatfruitful aources of dia- 
oaae, they are the moat perfect hot-beds 
that could be devised for roisiag typhoid 
germs. * 

Now turu to the work of our lity 
fathers at Rosa Bay, let our oitisens 
walk round that way — but be very care- 
ful to keep handkerchief to nose — after 
passing the cornor beyond Henley's 
they will there see that one of the 
most beautiful spol.s near Victoria, a 
favorite jilay grniiiid in siininier for 
cliildroii, hart been niailu the dumping 
ijrnuml fnr city gurbuge diid lilth, wliiob 
II now rutting ihere and poisoning llif 
air. Why should not all tliia rulibkih 
be burned a.s iu sninu cities, or belter 
still, let the .Sew York [ilau Im adopted, 
liuve ae\er.il scows built and eiiiploY 
a sill. ill »t«anier lo tow them —fill tho 
scow.s daily wilU the garbBge and 
tow nut aix nr .".even luiliis uiiil dump 
in lhe .straits. This would ofl'ecmally 
and at siiibII co«t relieve uhe city of a 
great nuisance and caiiau no injury lo 
any one. If our cit;- fathers would 
look after uxpending llia mnuey on use- 
ful work for our city it would be better 
than putting it into zoological gardens 
or lakes, ur oven eheinical siigitieii.
